The  ages  of  the  pulmonary  cases  were  48,  31,  35,  58,  23, 
24,  32,  21,  22,  24,  and  37  years  respectively  ;  and  their 
occupations  were  :  mason  1 ;  weavers  3  ;  shop  assistant  1  ; 
housework  2;  munition  worker  1  ;  engraver  1  ;  quarryman  1; 
nurse  1. 

The  ages  of  those  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  other 
organs  was  13,  and  21  years  ;  and  their  occupations  :  shop 
assistant  and  errand  boy  respectively. 


All  the  cases  notified  have  been  visited  and  supplied 
with  literature  on  the  subject  of  the  means  to  be  taken  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  infection,  and  instructions  given  as  to 
the  gratuitous  supply  of  sanitary  handkerchiefs,  pocket 
spitoons,  and  disinfectants  by  the  sanitary  authorit}^  as 
required  by  the  regulations. 

Three  deaths  have  been  registered  in  the  district  as 
resulting  from  tuberculosis  ;  two  pulmonary  cases,  and  one 
from  tuberculosis  of  another  organ  ;  two  being  females  and 
one  a  male. 

Ihe  deaths  were  notified  as  having  occurred  in  Church, 
Chapel,  and  Greenmount  Wards  respectivel}^ 


Three  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  have  been 
removed  to  the  Sanitorium  for  treatment,  and  two  cases  of 
tuberculosis  of  the  other  organs  have  also  been  removed,  one 
to  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensar}/,  and  the  other  to  the  Hospi¬ 
tal  for  Skin  Diseases  in  Manchester.

Scarlet  Fever.  Fifteen  cases  of  this  disease  have  been 
notified  during  the  3mar  1917  :  nine  males  and  six  females. 
Nine  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  the  remain¬ 
ing  six  cases  were  treated  at  home.  The  disease  was  pre¬ 
valent  in  February  (3),  October  (3),  and  November  (3),  the 
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remainder  of  tlie  cases  occurring  in  March  (2),  June  (1), 
April  (1),  September  (1),  and  December  (L).  Tiie  premises 
occupied  by  persons  sudering  from  the  disease  have  been 
disinfected  as  soon  as  the  patients  have  been  removed,  or 
after  recovery  in  the  case  of  those  treated  at  home.  No 
deaths  have  resulted  from  the  disease. 

Measles.  134  cases  of  measles  have  been  notified  during 
the  37ear  ;  80  males  and  54  females.  This  disease  seems  to 
have  been  epidemic  ail  over  England  and  Wales,  and  made 
its  appearance  in  this  district  in  March,  1917 — March, 
April,  and  May  being  the  worst  months  ;  although  notifica¬ 
tions  of  the  disease  have  been  received  in  each  month  of  the 
year.  The  schools  attended  by  those  affected  have  been 
visited,  and  the  premises  disinfected  from  time  to  time. 

One  death  has  resulted  from  this  affection. 

Diphtheria.  Eight  cases  of  this  affection  have  been 
notified — 3  males  and  five  females.  In  two  instances  two 
patients  were  removed  from  each  house ;  in  one  of  these 
cases  the  premises  are  decidedly  insanitar}^  and  in  fact, 
before  the  outbreak  of  the  present  war  had  been  scheduled 
for  closure,  and  were  only  re-occupied  on  account  of  the 
arrival  of  refugees  from  the  war  zone.  Seven  of  the  cases 
were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  no  deaths  have 
resulted  from  the  disease. 

Erysipelas.  Four  cases  of  this  disease  have  been 
notified,  2  males  and  2  females  :  no  deaths. 

Enteric  Fever.  One  case  of  this  disease  has'  been 
notified  from  Chapel  Ward  ;  death  resulted  in  this  case. 
Special  precautions  were  taken  in  dealing  with  the  dejecta 
of  the  patient,  and  disinfection  of  everything  likely  to 
convey  the  contagion  was  thoroughly  carried  out.  Nothing 
of  a  causative  nature  could  be  traced  to  the  milk  or  water 
supply,  nor  in  connection  with  the  patient’s  occupation. 
The  works  where  the  patient  was  employed  were  visited  in 
connection  with  the  investigation  of  the  cause  of  the  illness. 

One  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  has  occurred  during  the 
year,  and  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
disease  by  your  officials,  and  by  the  County  Inspector  of 
Obstetric  Nurses. 
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Bacteriolog’ical  Kxaminations.  Seven  specimens  of 
sputum  have  been  submitted  to  Professor  Delephine,  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratories,  Manchester,  for  examination. 
Two  with  a  positive  and  seven  with  a  negative  result. 

Bakehouses.  (7)  No  sanitary  defects  have  been  re¬ 
ported  in  connection  with  these  places  during  the  year. 

Slaughterhouses.  (6)  No  nuisance  has  been  reported 
in  connexion  with  these  places,  and  the  methods  employed 
in  the  slaugliter  of  cattle  have  been  satisfactory.  The 
disposal  of  refuse  has  given  cause  for  no  complaint.  The 
different  premises  have  been  visited  from  time  to  time. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds.  There  have  been  no  com¬ 
plaints  in  connection  with  these  establishments,  and  the 
requirements  have  been  generally  complied  with  ;  the 
average  air  space  per  head  of  cattle  is  about  600  cubic  feet. 

Water  Supply.  This  has  been  good,  in  those  parts  of 
the  district  supplied  by  the  Bur}/  and  District  Joint  Water 
Board,  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity. 

Schools.  I  have  visited  the  schools  in  connection  with 
the  occurrence  of  measles  amongst  pupils  attending  them. 
The  premises  affected  have  been  sprayed  and  cleaned  from 
time  to  time. 

The  schools  at  Holly  Mount  continue  to  be  used  as  a 
hospital  for  sick  and  wounded  soldiers.  296  men  having 
been  admitted  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  903  since 
the  commencement  of  the  war.  There  have  been  no  deaths 
amongst  the  military  in  hospital  during  the  year. 

Zymotic  Diseases.  The  deaths  resulting  from  the 
seven  principal  diseases  included  in  the  classification  were 
10  in  number,  viz.:  Chapel  Ward  3;  Greenmount  Ward  1  ; 
Church  Ward  2  ;  Hawkshaw  Ward  1  ;  &  Walshaw  Ward  3. 

The  death  rate  per  thousand  is  l‘o5,  against  *908  per 
thousand  in  the  year  1916.

Scavenging".  This  work  is  now  perfornaed  by  the 
employees  of  the  Council,  and  the  refuse  is  removed  by 
Coimcil’s  teams.  The  work  has  been  very  satisfacfforily 
carried  out,  and  complaints  have  been  extraordinarily  few 
in  number.  The  new  system  has  certainly  justified  its 
adoption  ;  the  scavenging  being  more  thoroughly  executed, 
and  more  frequently  and  systematically  undertaken.

New  Houses.  None  have  been  erected  during  the 
year. 
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Factories  and  Workshops.  These  places  were  visited 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

The  factories  now  comprise  six  weaving  sheds,  one 
calico  printing  works,  one  cloth  bleaching  works,  one  steam 
laundr}^  one  shuttle  manufacfory,  and  one  works  for  the 
manufactory  of  artificial  silk  (not  in  operation). 

The  workshops  comprise  one  tin  and  copper  smith,  one 
blacksmith’s  shop,  three  plumbers,  one  cabinet  maker,  one 
brush  maker,  and  eight  confectioners  and  bakers. 

One  out-worker  is  registered  in  the  district — a  knitter 
employed  in  the  woollen  trade. 

A  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  from  one  of  the  weav¬ 
ing  establishments,  and  steps  were  taken  at  once  to  disinfect 
the  shuttles  used  by  the  person  affected. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  in  connection  with  the 
different  works  is,  in  my  opinion,  sufficient  for  the  present 
needs,  and  steps  have  been  taken  to  keep  these  offices  in  a 
clean  condition.  No  nuisances  have  been  notified  in  con¬ 
nection  with  any  of  them. 

No  systematic  inspection  of  houses  have  been  made 
during  the  vear. 

There  are  about  1672  inhabited  houses  in  the  district  : 
no  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year. 

The  usual  tables  indicating  the  number  of  births  and 
deaths,  and  infectious  cases  notified  or  registered,  with  the 
ages  and  localities  in  which  they  occurred,  are  appended, 
also  the  Annual  Report  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr. 
Lawrence  Kenyon. 

In  closing  this  report,  which  will  be  the  last  official  a(5f 
in  my  career  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  this  districff,  I 
desire  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  consideration  and  support  in  the  past,  and  particularly 
are  my  tiianks  due  to  your  Clerk  (Mr.  Harold  Holt),  and  to 
your  Surveyor  (Mr.  Lawrence  Kenyon),  for  their  assistance 
in  connexion  with  this,  and  former  reports.

The  farms  in  the  district  have  been  periodically  in¬ 
spected,  and  the  improved  water  supph^  at  one  farm  is 
under  consideration,  and  will  presently  be  carried  out. 


The  Licensed  Slaughter-houses  in  the  District  have 
also  been  visited  regularly.  During  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  however,  there  was  a  restri(5f;ed  supply  of  live  stock. 
The  premises  have  been  limewashed,  and  otherwise  kept  in 
a  cleanly  condition. 


As  1  foreshadowed  in  my  last  report  the  cleansing  of 
the  ashpits,  etc.,  has  been  carried  out  by  diredl  labour  from 
the  early  part  of  April,  at  the  termination  of  the  contradls 
entered  into  the  year  previous. 


The  Council  purchased  horses  and  carts,  etc.,  and 
engaged  the  necessary  staff.  The  work  has  been  very 
efficiently  done,  and  has  given  general  satisfacffion.  Very 
few  notices  are  now  received  to  empty  ashpits,  etc.,  and  the 
number  of  emptyings  has  exceeded  the  number  in  the 
previous  year  by  approximately  2,400,  and  the  cost,  as  near 
as  can  be  estimated,  is  less  than  it  would  have  been  under 
the  contracff  system. 


I  have  again  to  record  my  thanks  for  the  kind  indul¬ 
gence  extended  to  me  during  the  year  b}^  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee.
